SCHOOL REPORT. 


Your committee would respectfully submit the following re-' 
port: 
District No. 1. 

Both terms were taught by Miss Susie R. Clifford. Miss 
Clifford had had but a limited experience in teaching when she 
commenced ; yet she succeeded well both in teaching and gov- 
erning. There was a spirit of rebellion manifested by some of 
the scholars and shared by the parents, which was detrimental 
to the welfare of the school. Miss Clifford’s scholarship is not 
sufficient for an advanced school. 


WI ESET TCL LVOn ees 
Miss Mary C. Heath, teacher, both terms. Miss Heath is a 
teacher of experience, and well fitted for her occupation. It is 
Surprising that so much enthusiasm could be created in so small 
a school. No teacher could have done better. 


W7si77cr @iVo. 3. 


One term, by Miss Julia A. Gault. This teacher had superior 
qualifications, and labored incessantly to benefit those under 
her charge. As we were not present at the close of the term 
Wwe cannot speak of the advancement of the school from _ per- 
sonal knowledge, but believe with such a teacher it could not 
be otherwise than excellent. 


District No. 4. 

Miss Lizzie M. Sawyer had charge of this school during the 
summer term. She had never taught before, and, in this at- 
tempt was unsuccessful. Her examination was not satisfactory ; 
but as that did not occur until the school was in session it was

thought best to let the term go on; however, for some reason, 
perhaps best known to the Prudential Committee and teacher, 
tae school was brought to an abrupt close. 

Winter term by Miss Nellie E. Gault. Miss. Gault was 
much interested for the welfare of her scholars; and if they had 
appreciated her kind intentions, the result would have been a 
profitable term ; asit was, good improvement was made by some 


scholars. In this district are some hard cases that should come | 


under the rigid discipline of a stern male teacher. 


Districk AN6.< a.

One term, taught by Miss Narcissa H. Wheeler. This was ~ 


a small but pleasant school. The teacher strove to do her best 
and the advancement made inthe studies was good. We con- 
sider Miss Wheeler is a good teacher for small children, but 
she is not qualified to take charge of an advanced school. 


District No. 6. 

One term by Miss Asenath A. Wheeler. In this school there 
was a disposition on the part of some of the scholars to pay no 
attention to the requirements of the teacher; on the other hand, 
the teacher was wanting in those characteristics which secure 


the respect of scholars. The result was a disorderly, unprofit- 


able term. Miss Wheeler has not the energy and capacity to 
teach a good school. 


District No: 7. 

One term, taught by Mr. John C. Hammond, an old and 
well-known teacher. The scholars seemed to realize that their 
time for attending school was limited and took hold of their 
work in earnest. The improvement made was excellent. 


District No. 8: 


Summer term, by Miss Asenath A. Wheeler, of whom we 
have before spoken. Winter term, by Miss Mary A. Copp, a 
recent graduate of the Seminary at Tilton. This was an excel- 
lent schoolin every respect. Miss. Copp had never taught be- 
fore yet having been so long a student in an excellent school, she 


seemed fully to understand’ the wants of scholars She has a 
remarkable faculty of impartinz instruction andor securing per- 
tect obedience from those under her care, 

District Ne. §, 

The summer term was under the instruction of Miss Sarah 
A, Ball, a teacher of fine qualifications and large experience. 

This was a good school; und the progress made was highly 
‘creditable toall concerned. Two fine writing desks were of 
fered as prizes for excellence in scholarship, which were award. 
ed to Misses Lizzie F. Merrill and Lizzie Quimby. 

Tae winter term was taught by Miss L. F. Benson. Al- 
\though Miss Benson had had no previous experience in teach- 
ing, sne vas quite at home in the school room and-had a quiet 
pleasant school. With experience, she will excell as a teacher, 


District No. 10, 

This district was very fortunate in securing the services of 
Miss Anna J. Wheeler for the year. In scholarship Miss 
Wheeler is second to none of our teachers; as an instructor and 
disciplinarian, she stands among the foremost. Her zeal for the 
prosperity of the school was seconded by the scholars, who 
seemed to desire that their school should be, as it was, an excel- 
ent one. 


Districé No. 11. 

Miss Nellie E. Gault, teacher. Here the scholars were 
very backward, yet the teacher labored earnestly to change 
things for the better. She. was to some degree. successful, but 
her success would have been much greater had she carrieda 
firmer hand. 

The winter term was under the care of Mr. Rufus H. Wheel- 
er. Mr. Wheeler is a good teacher, but had many | difficulties 
with which to contend. Some of-the large scholars seemed to 
have no higher aspiration then to idle away their time, while 
others were studious and well behaved. The school room is 
superlatively poor. We wish all in this district who oppose a 
new building were oblidged to attend school during the next

year, and sit on those hard seats; perhaps in that time they 


would be willing todo something though it did take a few of 


their hoarded treasures 


District No 12. 


One term, kept by Miss Tnera Wheeler. No words of com- 
mendation can too highly express the worth of such a teacher 
in our scaools. In this district are some very fine Scholars, 
among whom was Frank H. Hadley, the best in town. 


District No, 18. 


Both terms were kept by Miss Mary L. Flanders. ‘This was 
avery orderly school. Perfect sympathy existed between teach- 
erand scholars [The examination at the close of the suinmer 
term was the best district school examination, everything consid- 
ered, that we ever attended. Miss Flanders is a very superior 
teacher. 


District No. I4. 


Miss Laura A. Clough was the teacher of the summer term. 

Judging from previous reports, we expected to find the schoo 
in a prosperous: condition under the charge of Miss Clough; but 
inthis wewere sadly mistaken. The predomimant features 
were disorder and confusion ; and we think it would be but to 
utter the sentiments of the district to say that the school was an 
absolute failure. Children must be of different metal from those 
in this district, before the method of discipline adopted will se- 
cure obedience. Winter term by John C. Hammond. This 
school was very short and a majprity of the scholars backward, 
consequently we cannot speak ofany great advancement in schol- 
arship. The pupils were taughtthe important lesson, that it is 
the teacher’s place to command, and the scholars to obey. In 
both schools taught by Mr. Hammond, he has fully sustained 
his previous reputation. 

It willbe seen that, with few exceptions, our schools have 
been good ; in fact they have been far better than we would have 
supposed possible in the ruinous old buildings that we call

school houses. Six years ago my predecessor remaked that 
‘televen of the fourteen districts need new houses.” 

We believe they are much poorer now than they were then. 

‘Since that time one building only has been erected; and now 

ten of the houses are not only wholly unfit for school purposes, 
but are a standing disgrace to the community. It isa good 
time now to redistrict the town, as nothing can possibly be lost 
on the old buildings. One half the present number of districts 
with commodious houses, would secure much greater educa- 
tional facilities than we have now. 

A multiplicity of text books in the same study is another 
serious obstacle in the way of improvement in many of our 
schools. Parents are unwilling to get the books recommended 
by the committee if they have old ones, and in some instances, 
have permitted their children to attend school with no books 
_whatever. Teachers should see to this, for if the parents are 
too poor to get books, there is a way provided by law. In clos- 
ing we would express the desire that in the future a much great- 
er interest in the cause of education will be taken than has been 
manifested in the past; and that the day is not far distant when 
our common schools will be all that can be desired.
